IN A STATE OF SUSPENSE. 


Washington, April 
28.—No re- 


sponse has come to the state depart- 
ment as yet from cither Ambassador 
Tower, at St. Petersburg, or Minister 
Conger, at Pekin, to the inquiries 
respecting Russia's demands in con- 
nection with Manchuria. The officials 


' are in a state of suspense and un- 


certainty in view of the conflict in 
the semi-official dispatches from the 
Russian and Chinese capitals. 
In 


the. absence of official statements of 
Russia's purposes, the opinion pre- 
' vails .here that these Russian de- 
mands were really put out in a ten- 
tative form last week and not in a 
regular official shape. There is good 
reason to believe that the Chinese 
government itself let the. demands 
leak out in order to secure1 the sup- 
port of the powers in its refusal of

Caracas, April 17.—(Correspond- 


ence of the Associated Press.)—Fol- 
lowing is the text of the decree just 
issued by the government denning 
the duties and rights of foreigners 
in Venezuela. As will be seen, it is 
most drastic in its character and ex- 
cites great exasperation among all 
foreign residents. It is believed that 
it will effectually end all immigra- 
tion or the introduction of any for- 
eign capital. The decrees follow:

Trouble in tatting laborer*. 


There never was a time in the his- 


tory of Fort Wayne when meu to do 
common labor in the shops and ware- 
houses were as hard to secure as at 
present. One of the causes—and per- 
haps the chief one—is the wages. 
While all of the shops and warehouses 
have advanced wages, the advance has 
not been as great as in other lines of 
work, and particularly in the building 
trades. Some of the contractors are 
paying $2 per day for good laborers, 
while in the shops and freight houses 
men cannot command over $1.40 to 
$150 per day. , Unless there is a 
change soon, greater inducements will 
have to be made to get men to work 
indoors, especially during the summer 
months. The shops -and warehouses, 
however, offer 
the 
inducement of 


steady, every-day employment, which 
the men cannot have out of doors. A 
freight agent lost five of his laborers 
this morning and at the Wabash shops 
five laborers who bad been employed 
there but a few weeks asked for their 
"time," one of them stating that he 
hart, the promise of a "better job." 
Only.one new name was placed on the 
pay rolls.
